This quiiiut oKl town in Sonora, 
Mexico, is located on the e^i.-i sliore 
oi the Gull ot Caliiornia and liai a 
h irlHjt', landlocked aiud sheltered 
iVoiu the Sea with approaebci lhroii|{h 
cliMincIs between the IsUnd of I'a- 
Joraa, San Vicente, I'itayas and 
Uuttiori, TiM) old and distinctive 
loatures of this slrannc old town, arc 
to peculiar that I have been tempted 
to give your readers some idea of its 
location, ita fntnro poaslbllilies, and 
something of the auio-deluviau hahiij 
of this ciiy olWXXt souls. 

1 came down from 'Frisco on a 
very coHilonable coastwise tteainer 
which tuuciies hero about once a 
uioulh, carrying a lew passengers 
aiul a light cargo of goods. We 
anchored one bright inoriiiiiK in the 
harbor, and while wu were preparing 
to go ivihoi'O 1 took ill tDe wild nuil 
runiaiitie surroundings of this port, 
BO soou to tiecoine a great oemmcr- 
eial entrepot In the American Aus- 
tralian trade.

The middle elate are the native

voirue. If a luan becomes in debt to 
another lur tlU ho is placed in abso- 
lute servitude until it it paid, and at 
wagct vary from lU to 45 centi a da;

In 
trantportUg eargoet itou' llia wharf 
to the eutloin bouie anS Ihciiwto ibe 
businesi houses, no diaya or wagona 
are allowed to be ated, bceause it 
takes away the labor of the men who 
"pack" everything ou incir backs, and 
iu carrying water from the large well 
which supplies tbo town the aaaie 
law is hi rogue, and a movement to 
bring the water Into the town by 
pipes was instantly squelched by the 
authorities. 1 made considerable iu 
(joiry about tliese luuuutaiut tur- 
rouuding the town, but nothing seemt 
(0 haye been defeloped iu them as 
far at,

is concerned. Back further, howeV' 
er, from the coast there arc many 
mines being worked, which are pay- 
ing, splendidly aud many more dC' 
sert'ed ones where thaftt were put 
down from 300 to 6U0 feet by the 
Spaniards years ago, but which no 
contains more or loss water. In 
thoto early years these mines were 
dctilutc of pumps sud proper appli 
ance necesttry to free the shafts Irou) 
water and many excellent mines were 
destroyed by flooding. These aban-

nominal sum. I see here a rich field 
tor aome enterprising cumpaniei', lor 
with our moilern hydraulic pnmpi 
these mines could lie emptied at a 
comparatively small expense. 

When the A. T. & S. F. shall have 
completed its IImo down thro' thit 
rich mineral country, I prophesy <u 
emigration ol ulnera and busluest 
men such at has .lever been known 
In the West, lor thrne certainly are 
rich and promisinir flrlds for llie 
lust;- pro>prciur. The cliumie here 
III wiiiier is (lo express it in u single 
word) perfect, although in the town 
(luring tbe summer inoutbs the tber- 
niometet ranges pretty tilgb, owing 
to the mouiitalut keeping out tbe sea 
breeze.
